The auota of blood donations was 
not filled last Saturday morning.

The quota of blood donations was 
not filled last Saturday morning. 
Of the expected number of donors 
for the day, 39 people did not keep 
their appointments, and did not 
trouble to let the Red Cross know. 
This shocking percentage of absen- 
tees, approximately one-fifth of the 
day’s total enrollment, would have 
left the total units of blood plasma 
received at an unbelievably low fig- 
ure, had not a number of soldiers 
unexpectedly dropped in at the last 
moment to fill the vacancies. Sol- 
diers knew and felt their responsi- 
bility to donate blood, to make ad- 
vance appointments, and above all 
to keep their appointments. The 
entire program of blood donor ser- 
vice depends upon this considera- 
tion from the public. 

An example of responsibility and 
generosity is set at every visit of 
the mobile unit. Last week 26 new 
donors gave a pint of blood; seven 
people gave their eighth pint, ten 
their ninth, two their tenth, and 
one his eleventh. It behooves every 
member of the community to learn 
from these good citizens.

BROKEN APPOINTMENTS

How much 
more important it is in time of 
War to prepare for Peace, a Just 
Peace, a Lasting Peace! 

Not merely would it appear

ing our boys in the Army just by 
way of preventing an unemploy- 
ment and depression situation, 
All of these straws (with a lot of 
chaff, and not forgetting the 
whole flying, wind-blown German 
straw stack) are headlined on 
front pages daily, which must 
convince the running reader that 
the gentle dove of Peace can 
never hope to achieve the thril- 


BROKEN APPOINTMENTS 
IMPERIL BLOOD DONOR 
PROGRAM 


The quota of blood donations was 
not filled last Saturday morning. 
Of the expected number of donors 
for the day, 39 people did not keep 
their appointments, and did not 
trouble to let the Red Cross know. 
This shocking percentage of absen- 
tees, approximately one-fifth of the 
day’s total enrollment, would have 
left the total units of blood plasma 
received at an unbelievably low fig- 
ure, had not a number of soldiers 
unexpectedly dropped in at the last 
moment to fill the vacancies. Sol- 
diers knew and felt their responsi- 
bility to donate blood, to make ad- 
vance appointments, and above all 
to keep their appointments. The 
entire program of blood donor ser- 
vice depends upon this considera- 
tion from the public. 

An example of responsibility and 
generosity is set at every visit of 
the mobile unit. Last week 26 new 
donors gave a pint of blood; seven 
people gave their eighth pint, ten 
their ninth, two their tenth, and 
one his eleventh. It behooves every 
member of the community to learn | 
from these good citizens.

not filled last Saturday morning. | 


Of the expected number of donors 
for the day, 39 people did not keep 
their appointments, and did not 
trouble to let the Red Cross know.

‘Panning Helps Retain 
Fresh Vegetable Flavor 


Homemakers will save food value 
and flavor of their fresh garden 
vegetables by panning them. A 
heavy pan with a tight-fitting cover 
should be used so that vegetables 
can be cooked in their own juices 
| with just enough fat to season. Pre- 
| pare vegetable for cooking and al- 
low about two tablespoons of fat for 
each quart of vegetable. 

i Melt fat in the pan, add vegetable 
and cover to hold in steam. Cook 
vegetable slowly until just tender 
but not mushy. Stir vegetable oc- 
casionally or shake pan to prevent 


August vegetables are just right for 
panning. Thinly sliced green beans, 
shredded cabbage, diced summer 
| squash, spinach, kale and sliced 
okra lend themselves to pan cook- 
ing. 

Homemakers can add a few extra 
touches to vary the flavor. Chopped 
chives, onion or parsley may be 
panned with the vegetable or added 
just before vegetable is tender. 
Snappy cheese or crisp bits of meat 
also may be sprinkled over vege- 
| table just before serving. Add- 
ing milk or cream slightly thickened 
gives another variation. Sift flour 
lightly over cooked vegetable and 
blend well. Add milk or cream and 
simmer until thickened, stirring to 
prevent sticking.
